It ia béyond doubt, as 
our contemporary xemarke, that Mr 
Hennessy has no rank at -Yokohama 
and has “no more official standing than 
the unofficial speculators with whom he 
associates.” It is difficult to discover 
why. he, then, should be ‘glorified and 
saluted in this way ; and we join’ with 
these papers who hold up to ridioule the 
conduct of the Japanese authorities in 
the matter, In conclusion, itis a remark- 
able fact and one interesting to the atu- 
dent of ethics, that-few mon are able to 
prove thentselyes:so. invariably and oom- | 
pletely snooessful in. raising a disturbance:
